“The British losses from all caus- 
es in Augut were slightly higher 
than for July which was the lowest 
since the introduction of the sub- 
marine warfare. If the British los- 
ses from enemy action alone were 
considered, August was better than 
any month since September 1916.” 

The tonnage of steamships, 500 
gross tons and upward entering and 
clearing from the United Kingdom 
ports in. August amounted to 8,158,- 
639, an increase over July of 439,-

BULGARIANS ARE 
HER ORALIZED 


USKUB MUST, BE TAKEN TO 
MAKE VICTORY COMPLETE 


London, Sept. -27.—The reports re- 
ceived ‘thursday jeinphasized the de- 
moralization of the Bulgarians, who 
are retreating in confusion, leaving 
behind an enormous amount of mat- 
6rial, and probabty many thousands 
of prisone:3, as the allled troops 
strain every energy to get to Uskub, 
and thereby make the victory com- 
plete. 

It is pointed ong that the Bulgarian 
ermy, cstimated tod aggregate 300,000 
men, fg in a very dangerous position 
hut the victory will not be decisive, 
in the opinion of the military ez- 
perts, until Uskub, the centre of all 
the enemy communication lines, is 
captured. If that i3 accomplished, 
it is believed the victory ‘will be 
numbered among the decisive ones 
of the war. 

The renewed resigtance of the Bul- 
carian_rearguards aad the arrival of 
German. reinforcements in Macedon- 
ja have not succeeded in stemming 
Aho. great... Allied \advayge. British 
cavalry have entered Paivarie Spe 
posite Kosturino, thus avoiding the 
Velachist mountains, which,-it is 
feared, might bar its progress, while 
the Serbians, Fronch, Greeks, and 
British troops reuted the Bulgarians 
from cither side of-:the great salient 
which now stretches far into Ser- 
Dia. 


WHAT SERBIANS ARE DOING. 


‘he Serbians, who are taking the 
leading part in the liberation of 
their country, are at the gates of 
Ishtib and their cavalry entering the 
town of Isvor, hag cut the only re- 
maining road northwest—that  run- 
ning from Prilep to Veles. A large 
body of Bulgarians ig reported to be 
attempting to escape. This  proba- 
bly will lead to an abandonment. by 
the enemy of the Babuna mountains 
which are considered virtually im- 
pregnabie. 

The review of the first day’s fight- 
ing shows that it is not a case of the 
Allies chasing the enemy who is wil- 
ling to retreat. On September 18, 
Greek and British forces attacked on 
either side of Lake Doiran, which 
lies almost at the eastern extremity 
of the present line. West of the 
lake the Allies captured the ridge 
ransing from Doiran town westward 
wut the Ailied leit was driven back. 
Some Bulgarian outposts east of the 
lake were captured, but all attacks 
gainst the Bulgarian main line were 
fruitless. The next day the Allied 
troops gained a little more ground 
west of the lake, but were unable to 
hold all their gains. The Bulgarians 
are described as having put up a 
determined resistance in the fierce 
fighting. . i 
GENERAL RETREAT STARTED 


The next day, however, the Serbs 
Yrench and Italians broke the Bul- 
garian front further westward, and 
the Bulgarians began a general re- 
treat along the whole line which 
since has developed into a rout. The 
reports of, prisoners and guns taken 
are not surprising owing to the rapid 
advance of the Allies and the center- 
ing of all Allied energies in getting 
to thier objectives. 

It was reported that Italian caval- 
ry had reached the ground that af- 
fords the only avenue through the 
mountains for the escape of the first 
Bulgarian army, which is considered 
to be in a most dangerous position. 

FACE STUPENDOUS TASK. 

It is pointed out that prior to the 
beginning of this push tha Allies had 
no great superiority in numbers, and 
that they face a stupendous task in 
maintaining communitations through 
the fifty miles they have penetrated. 
Some of this country is excesdingly 
rough. Even should the Allies not 
take Uskub, or if there should be 
some other development which would 
prevent the making of the victory u 
decisive ore the experts believe trat 
the Bulgarians have suffered su heav- 
fly-in men and material thut Ic is 
doubtful i. tke army. will be able te 
recover without the aid of the cen- 
tral powers, and that contingency is 
viewed as unlikely.

Monday, 
with its:rain, was a very unpromising 
start, and Tuesday broke with a-cloud 
of mist.

S. McKenzie some pretty Ayrshires— 
both the latter herds were aided by 
thé Cow Dill, four groups in the near 
district having taken advantage of it. 
The grade classes in both beef and 
dairy cattle were well filled, Stuart 
and lEllenburgh taking the head 
prizes.

THE IDLE THOUGHTS OF A BUSY 
FARMER. 


Now that the Germans are being 
sent back on the western front and 
see signs looking to a new offensive 
on the east, we may look for vigorous 
peace propaganda from them. Peace 
proposals coming direct from  Ger- 
many need not worry us. We have 
only to remember their absolute dis- 
regard of all. agreements, promises 
and the -conventions of civilized na- 
tions to know that the only Germany 
with which we can make peace is one 
that is beaten to a frazzle and with 
not a kick left. 

What we have to look out for is the 
German inspired pacifist at home. 
That the Germans count on these to 
help their nefarious schemes is plain. 
In an article in a German paper by 
one of their professors, hg says, “The 
diplomatic offensive which must. go 
side by side with the Hindenburg 
offensive must be a real offensive; . it 
Must aim not at an agreement with 
the English war party, but at making 
the war party impossible. In order 
to achieve this, it is necessary to 
place weapons in the hands of the 
decent elements of the enemy peoples 
and that is by no mang difficult.” By 
such means he figures “the growth of 
the peace parties can be so far pro- 
moted that Germany’s enemies will 
be greatly hampered in the continu- 
ation of the war.” 

The Germans begin to realize that 
nothing can. prevent the Allies from 
defeating them unless this Pacificism 
can be encouraged and fanned to such 
a flame as may embarrass the Allied 
governments. Lord Lansdowne is a 
sample of the pacifist working among 
the Allies for Germany. There are 
far more insiduous ways of introduc- 
ing pacificism and that will appeal to 
the average man or woman who 
would never read anything coming 
from Lord Lansdowne or any other 
Lord. Look out for the man or wo- 
man who, after’'Germany has made 
some plausible peace offer, begins to 
appeal to our humanity and our high- 
est instincts to stop the needless 
slaughter of our boys in Europe. Who 
will plead for the poor starving bab- 
ics of Germany; how peace now 
could save these poor atoms who are 
dying by inches for proper nourish- 
ment. They will say, “The country is 
conquered, is offering a reasonable 
peace, why sacrifice any more of our 
‘|fine young manhood, why condemn 
these millions of poor starving babies 
and children?” The man or woman 
who starts that talk is pro-German, 
every one of them. ; 

As to these poor starving babies. 
Who raped and harried: the women, 
old and young, down to girls of ten 
years in Belgium and Northern 
France? German soldiers, from the 
lowest private to the most exalted 
officer. They were all once German 
babies. Who crucified Canadian sol- 
diers? Who emasculated Canadian 
prisoners? Who wantonly and of de- 
liberate malice destroyed the homes 
of the poor, the mansiong of the rich, 
and the temples erected for the wor- 
ship and glory of God? Who made 
civilians dig their own graves before 
shooting them? Who maimed the 
children of Belgium and France by 
cutting off their hands? Who im- 
paled the babies of these countries 
on their bayonets and carried them 
off on their shoulders? All this and 
much more was done by German sol- 
diers, men who had once been babies. 
What milk had they imbibed from 
their mothers? What home training 
had they received? What mother’s 
influence, that in a day all semblance 
to humanity had vanished and. the 
naked and unadorned beast appeared? 
What of the babies of Germany? Are 
the lives of these babies, who, may 
grow into such men as their fathers, 
to be weighed against the blood spilt 
by our best and bravest? 

Think nothing of the treasure that 
has been expended, think only of the 
brave men who have died or been 
maimed in the battle to bust this 
beast and shall we ever talk of peace 
till that beast is put in shape that he 
can never plunge this world in such 
a war again. I think not. This is no 
time for false humanity and mawkish 
sentiment. When you hear anyone 
start that soft pedal and tear stunt, 
look well, for then you see a _ pro- 
German. .-

When the Canadians first made 
their appearance upon the battle- 
field the world had heard so much 
of the perfection of German drill that 
it might well be pardoned if it 
might well be pardoned if it doubter 
doff}ted the wisdom of pitting clerks 
and farmers and college boys and 
mechanics against professional sol- 
diers who had been loudly and per- 
sistently hailed as “the finest troops 
in the world.” But when the Cana- 
diang faced the German troops at 
the first and second battle of Ypres, 
Canada had no reason to be ashamed 
of her sons. And during the long 
months that followed the Canadians 
held their own so well that General 
Currie enthusiastically yet  truth- 
fuly declared “they never failed.” 
And when they tackled Vimy Ridge 
and Hill 70 and won, the world 
waked up to the fact that these 
civilian troops from the land of the 


¥ maple were the equals of anything 


the world hag produced for such 
work. And then they were assign- 
ed the task of taking Passchendaele 
Ridge—and they did it. They lost, 
we are told, twenty-five per cent of 
their number—but they took the 
Ridge. Then they were placed near 
Lens, and during the  trmendous 
German offensive last spring their 
part of th line, with a few miles ad- 


4| joining it to the south, was the only 


section of the whole British line 
which did not give ground before the 
foe’s terrific drive. Then when 
Amiens was threatened, the Cana- 


B|dians and the Australians were lined 


up side by side to drive back the 
foe, and that day they advanced far- 
ther than any army—French, Brit- 
ish or German had ever advanced 
through an entrenched line in one 
day; and the next day they again 
far. And, latest of 
all, when the Wotan line was to be 


penetrated, the Canadians again had 


the post of honor. This was the 
most formidable part of all the Ger- 
man line. Itg barbed wire entangle- 
ments were twenty-four feet deep, 
and the barbs were as thick as a 
man’s little finger. And just behind 
the wire were ferro-concrete posi- 
tions every hundred yards, with from 
two to five machine guns. Then 
came more criss-cross barbed wire, 
and then a great trench which was 
constructed sgecially to repel tank 
attacks. Then came another belt of 
barbed wire, and then the continuous 
tunnel, forty feet below the ground 
which protected the troops from shell 
fire. Against this last word in de- 
fensive warfare the Canadians hurl- 
ed themselves, and despite the fact 
that the Germans were four to one, 
in two hours they had pierced clean 
through. Is it any wonder that the 
Germans do not care to face these 
men whom no entanglements can 
stop and no machine-guns can pre- 
vent from. advancing? Canada is 
proud of her dauntless sons, of whom 
it can gtill be said, “They have never 
failed.” Incidentally they have giv- 
en the world a lesson which Ameri- 
ca’s gallant men willno doubtenforee 
that the civilian soldiers of free 
States is more than a match for the 
professional soldiery of States which 
are not free—Christian Guardian.

London, Sept. 25—More than 40,- 
000 prisoners and 265 ~ guns’ have 
been taken by the British in their 
successful offensive in Palestine it 
is officially stated this afternoon. 

In the encircling of St. Quentin, 
and in driving the Germans and 
Bulgarians northward in Macedonia 
the Allied armies are making fur- 
ther progress against increased en- 
emy resistance. 

Northwest of St. Quentin the Brit- 
ish have followed up the Allied suc- 
cess of yesterday in which the Brit- 
ish and French made further gains 
toward the town from the west and 
are pushing forward in the direc- 
tion of the northwestern suburbs. 
Heavy fighting is taking place in the 
region of Gricourt, less than three 
miles north-northwest, and Selency, 
two and a half miles northwest. The 
British are advancing despite coun- 
terattacks by the Germans,who were 
repulsed with severe losses. 


ONLY ARTILLERY ACTIVE 


On the French sector to the south 
only the artillery has been active. 
Between the Ailette and the Aisne 
the French have repulsed Grman at- 
around Moisy farm, at the western 
end of the Chemin deg Dames. 

Apparently the Allies in Mace- 
donia have completed the splitting 
apart of the German Bulgarian for- 
ces east and west of the Vardar. 
The Serbians are pressing  north- 
westward along the river toward 
Veles which the enemy apparently 
will not be able to hang on to, as 
other Allied forces are marching 
northward in that direction from 
Prilep. 


OFFER STIFF RESISTANCE 


Standing on the heights along the 
Bulgarian frontier east of the Var- 
dar south of Demirkapu Pass, the 
Bulgarians are offering a stiff resis- 
tance to the Allied attempts to ad- 
vance. North of the pass the en- 
emy is retiring on Veles and it would 
appear that this force hag been cut 
off from its comrades in the south, 
thus splitting the enemy force in 
two. The Bulgarians fighting on 
frontier west of Lue Vardar probably 
arc those who fled beforas the 
French, Greek and British around 
i.oke Doiran.

SHALL EMERGE STRONGER 


We are standing on top of an ob- 
servation post built by the Germans 
among the trees on the side of the 
hill. Below in the valley lies a 
shattered village and its ruined 
church. “It is horrible to see all 
this,” one says, “and to think that 
we in Canada have escaped _ scot 
free—only the lives of our men.” 

“Ah,” he says, “but is not sorrow 
a strength to the character, a com- 
pletion of experience? Shall we not 
emerge a stronger nation for it all?” 


THE PERFECT WORD 


We are in a trench examining a 
bayonet a beautiful rapierlike piece 
of polished steel. “How much more 
artistic you are,” one cannot help 
saying. “Thig weapon is equally 
effective as our own, but what a 
thig of beauty it is! And your cam- 
ouflage is art, suiting itself perfectly 
to the changing aspects of soil and 
country, while ours is a monotony 
of rule and thumb which hits or 
misses the mark indifferently, as the 
case may be.” 

“That may be so” he replies, “but 
you have your admirable persever- 
ence. To each nation its own qual- 
ities. To the Hun that of the beast.” 

Of a sadder countenance is the 
French soldier. The tragedy of war 
has transformed the once merry fel- 
low. They lack, too, the outward 
smartness of our infantry. But the 
spirit is there. “On to Berlin” we 
cry to a soldier in passing. He lights 
up at once. “That is the perfect 
word, monsieur,” he says with a 
grin. 

BREAK PRUSSIANISM 


London, Sept. 14—Turkey has 
passed out of the war as a serious 
fighting factor. This is the net ef- 
fect of General Allenby’s crushing 
victory in Palestine, the full import- 
ance of which is only realized with 
further details which have reached 
Fleet street today. With that vic- 
tory the German dream of securing 
garrisons at Azir and Yemen off 
from Europe and break the hold of 
the Turks upon Hedjaz. 

“The masterly conception of Gen- 
eral Allenby’s plan will thus be real- 
ized,” says a statement today by the 
British mission, “and there is fair 
promise that its execution will tend 
to outbid th conception.

“The present Turkish advance in 
the Caucasia has been carried out 
not with the assistance but in defi- 
ance of the Germans and this, with 
the isolated success under Turkish 
command at Kut, forms the only en- 
try on the credit side of the book. 
The net result has been for Turkey 
the loss of terrtiory and prestige and 
the depletion of her man-power, 
which can only prove a source of 
keen satisfaction to Bulgaria. 

“It ig a marvellous thing how long 
the Turks have submitted to the 
machinations of the committee of 
union and progress, and the amateur- 
ismg of her German-born leaders, who 
display ability only in their escape 
from the consequences of their inter- 
ference and their avoidance of the 
battlefield. After losing Jerusalem, 
Falkenheim, of ‘Thunderbolt’ fame 
made good his escape to Europe, 
while Kress von Kressenstein obtain- 
ed access to a new zone of interfer- 
Cacausus. Lyman von 
Sanders escaped .the net thrown 
around his armies,’ including his Ger- 
man bodyguard, by the short space of 
six hours, and, thanks to Turkish gul- 
libility and protection of the com- 
mittee on union and progress, may 
yet survive to see his iron crescent 
Unter der Linten. 

“It is a source of the greatest sat- 
is faction to the British Empire that 
her Indian representatives have had 
so large a share in this far-reaching 
victory. The striking power and man- 
oeuvering capacity which they have 
developed under the able leadership 
of their commander cannot be classed 
as other than remarkable when the 
difficulties of the terrain are consid- 
ered.” 


CANADA TO HAVE WHOLE 
BRIGADE OF TANK CORPS 
Ottawa, Sept. 25—In the recent 
successful British offensives inwhich 
the Canadians have taken such a 
prominent part, the tanks have 
proved one of the most. effective 
arms of the service. The Canadians, 
however, have no tank service of 
their own, and it has now been de- 
cided to organize a complete brig- 
ade. A brigade consists of three 
battalons. There are sixty tanks to 
a battalion, making 180 in all.

The battalion which 
is being raised at Petawawa has re- 
cruited seventeen artillery officers 
and forty other officers have 
enlisted from the ranks. Most of 
the other men are from artillery. 
The battalion will leave shortly for 
England, where they will be trained. 
Nothing hag been done yet as to the 
commander of the brigade but Col. 
Dennison may be promoted § and 
made brigadier general.

Success of School. 


Of the seven or eight thousand men 
who have been discharged from His 
Majesty’s forces in Alberta, probably 
1,500 were discharged before leaving 
for overseas, and with these of course 
the commission was not concerned. 
Efforts had been made to get in touch 
with those who returned from over- 
seas before the commission had been 
appointed. 


At present there are every day from 
450 to 470 men in attendance at the 
classes, and from fall to spring 75 to 
100 at Edmonton and Ogden. In ad- 
dition men are taking courses about 
the city under the same conditions as 
if they were in the school.- One man 
ig learning pastry making in a bakery, 
Ong dental mechanics with a dentist, 
one is taking up oxy-acetylene weld- 
ing at Edmonton Others are taking 
up grain inspecting and the operation 
of elevators and one man at pictorial 
sign painting. 

As a result of this vocational train- 
ing among older men—who he said 
enlisted at the age of 42, but whose 
ages were in reality from 47 to 65— 
Mr. Boyce believes that there will be 
@ ‘general influence all over country 
as these men act as_ trustees of 
schools in their districts, toward the 
better adjusting of hand and head 
work in the schools, and he also 
hoped to see in every well equipped 
hospital occupational work carried on 
as a part of curative treatment and 
a@ trade school for the purpose of as- 
sisting industrial cripples, instead of 
their being obliged by reason of their 
disability to exist upon compensation 
received under the compensation act.

The news provokes many ques- 
tions to policital circles here as to 
what will be its effect in Mesopota- 
mia and the Caucasus.

The Daily Chronicle says: 
first duty in these minor theatres 
must be to safeguard outlying im- 
perial interests that require local de- 
fense. We are only justified, broad- 
ly speaking, in going beyond this and 
expanding our campaigns if there 
are forces actually and potentially 
available which are not necded in 
France. That is true in Palestine of 
both our Indian troops and Arab 
allies, so long ag an expansion cam- 
paign is effected by expanding these 
Indian and Arab elements, but if it 
involved heavy drafts upon our re- 
sources of usable troops in France, 
it would be a misfortune of the most 
serious kind.” 

; DEPENDS ON WEST 

The Morning Post also _ insists 
that everything depends in the east, 
as elswhere, upon victory in the 
west. If we do not defeat the Ger- 
mans there our achievements’ in 
Asia Minor will avail us nothing.” 

MAY PROVE PROPHETIC 

“Our cavalry have reached Nazar- 
eth.” 

This bald official announcement 
may well prove prophetic. The news 
hag profoundly moved the British 
world as even the capture of Jeru- 
salem did not do. The name of the 
place that stood through the ages as 
the fountain of peace and the name 
place that stood as the ultimate sym- 
bol can now stand together in the 
British official report. Apparently 
there has been no battle of Arma- 
geddon, and it seems very unlikely 
now that the Turks will ever be able 
to fight here again. 

It is noted with special interest 
the prominent part the Indians took 
in this recovery of Christ's birth- 
place.

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Permanent parties, Mr. Ostrogorski says, are 
governed by the pursuit of power, they presume on 
having a lien over the intellects and consciences of 
the electors, who are “stricken by political formal- 
ism in the independence of their thought, in the en- 
ergy of their will, and in the autonomy of the individ- 
ual conscience.” 


The party system, he continues, is artificial, irra- 
tional; and out of date. The life of the party is one 
long school of servile submission, * * * of intimid- 


ation. * * * Instead of grouping men in accordance 
with the issues, the issues are adapted to fixed groups 
of men. We must substitute for the stereotyped 
parties temproary organizations with limited objects. 


. “In a general way it may be said that party con- 
vention has wrested from the citizens the weapon of 
moral constraint, and has turned it against them. 
Those who claim to represent the party have but to 
dangle before them the exigencies of the party to 
gain possession of their wills, as by a mesmeric pass. 
The people give their adhesion, as soon as the party 
is in question, to acts which they would otherwise 
have condemned. They vote meekly for a yellow 
dog because it wears the collar of the party. They 
witness the disorders of public life unmoved because 
these disorders are covered by the flag of their party. 
The pirates who bring about and profit thereby are 
bold, because they know that the votaries of the 
party, constrained by the principle of regularity, 
will wheel into line.”
